The City Visited by Another Wind 


Storm. Which Creates a 


Wild Panic. 


HP'S FORCE 60 MILES AM HOUR. 


Telephone, Telegraph and 
Trolley 


Wires Wrecked, Buildings Unroofed, 
Signs Carried Away, with Damages 
Amounting to Tens of Thousands. 


•st. Louis. Mo., June 22.—Terror invad- 


ed thnn-infls of St. Louis homas yester- 
tl.iy .ifternoon in consequence of a fierce 
galo that for n briei period assumed the 
sos only of a hurricane. A copious pre- 
cipitation of rain preceded and accompa- 
nied the great wind; while hail descend- 
ed for several ininntes, and blinding 
fl ishis of lightning showed snapping trees 
and electric wire poles, falling walls, 
shaking houses, flying shingles and dis- 
lodged roofs. 


Damage was done in every section of 


the city though the down-town district 
m ffticd least. The losses will run into 
the tcri of thousands of dollars—tbo Mis- 
souri Klectric Light and Power company 
bung one of the heaviest losers. 


Wlic'ii the storm ceased, a confused net- 


work of wires hung from broken poles 
and across drooping trees along Twenty- 
second street, from Market to Washington 
,i\enue 
Fallen wires were reported at 


stores cf places in different parts of town, 
and gangs of linemen were iminediatley 
sent out to repair the harm done as well 
as to avert casualties 


It was considered remarkable that there 


was not any loss of life or limb. While 
the storm did not come without previ- 
oui warning, there were many persons 
outdoors when the gale's fury burst upon 
tho city, and after it was all over, a num- 
ber of families were for a time apprehen- 
sive as to the safety of absent members. 


.Street car traffic was interruted upon 


several lines, and the great damage done 
to wires considerably impaired the tele- 
phone and electric light services. 


At 1 15 o'clock the roar af thunder sent 


a thrill of fear through the hearts of many 
who h^l boon anxiously watching the sky 
sheet and chain lightning at frequent in- 
tervals revealed a mass of ugly clouds 
overhead. Gusts of wind presaged the on- 
slaught of the storm forces, and even be- 
fore ,1 drop of rain fell hundreds of St. 
Lomsan= hastened to points of safety. 


The clouds commenced to unload them- 


sehesat 1.33 o'clock. 
Within ton min- 


utes the ram was descending in great 
sheets that completely obscured tho vision 


The temperature, which' bad shown 89 


degrees ,it 1 o'clock, fell to 64 degrees, 
and the, falling moisture further cooled 
the atmosphere. 


JIM .is tho rain become violent the gale 


started. At 1:45 o'clock a stiff breeze 
from the northwest tors through Baden, 
howling dismally. A mimite later it 
was succeeded by a still stiffer squall that 
drove the rain before it in twisting sheets. 
Gu=t after gust of wind, each stronger 
than the one before it, whistled in from 
the northwest, until at 1:68 o'clock they 
gave way to a furious gale that carried 
signs, i oofs, fences, foliage and shutters 
away. 


From then until 2:03 o'clock the wind 


was at its height, blowing a hurricane at 
2 o'clock. It was during those five min- 
utes that most of the damage occurred. 


Buildings that had lost strength in op- 


poiiug the tornado of May 27 shook and 
trembled under the gale's assaults. 
Houses in coHirse of repair from the recent 
disaster were again damaged. But, for- 
tunately, the storm was not a "twister" 
like its terrible predecessor. Those ob- 
jects that withstood its jerks were not 
Picked up in an encircling grasp. 


Only things, too -weak to withstand a 


straight wind, going at the rate of/tdxty 
nnles an hour, succumbed to yesterday's 
attacks. Yet there were many such ob- 
jects. 


The gale's maximum velocity was fifty 


four miles an hour. This ls~figured in 
periods of five'minutea at the weather bn- 
nMn 
However, It attained an extreme 


we of sixty miles an hour during one 
minute—at 3 o'clock. Before the storm 
the -wind was 
blowing twelve miles, 


while at 3 o'clock it, had softened to a 
breeze of five miles. The gale ended, 
Wowing from the northwest, as it bad 
started, but when the storm commenced 
to subside the wind veered to tne north 
and northeast. 


Local thunder storms of short duration 


WCTO predicted for yesterday, but no me 
toolueical conditions warranting a proph 
e°y of serious atmospheric disturbance 
wei'' noted Saturday. 


Panic prevailed in a number of St-Iou 


1= ho> ies whon the gale started. Ben- 


timorous by the recent tornado, 


many persons rushed into cellars, closed 
themselves in vaults or sought shelter in 
similar places at the first intimation of 
danger. 


Weeping women and trembling chil- 


dren clung to^white-faeed men while the 
storm's fury swept over the town. Even 
when the sun reappeared through a clear 
sky confidence was cot completely re- 
stored and a number of wild rumors gain- 
ed currency. One story in circulation 
was that nine persons were buried under 
a fallen house at Ninth and JBiddle streets. 
Another report was circulated that the 
Anheuser-Busch brewery had been swept 
away. 


These stories were hawked around un- 


til night, and even them, after failing of 
confirmation, they formed the foundation 
for more reasonable though still greatly 
exaggerated stories. But the storm, com- 
ing within a few weeks of the tornado 
and wrecking a great deal of property, 
caused a nervous shock to the commun- 
ity more painful than the financial dam- 
age was great. 


Among those who suffered from the 


disaster of May S7, there was much de- 
pression of spirits. Men who had scarce- 
ly recovered from the despair occasioned 
by demolished homes and the death of rel- 
atives lapsed again into despondency. 


In addition to the destruction of poles 


find wires, awnings were blown down 
and many buildings unroofed. Some of 
she buildings damaged by the late tor- 
nado suffered again. 


A portion of the roof and wall of the 


Three-Mile house, on Western avenue, was 
blown away, the loss being 81,000. This 
Holding is owned by George Conradee, 
and it suffered from the big tornado re- 
cently. It had only just been repaired, 
when the wind of yesterday swept away 
all of the new work. A tall smokestack 
in tbo rear of this place was also blown 
down. 


The Burlington freight house, on the 


west side of Main street, between Frank- 
in avenue and Biddle street, was again 
visited by the storm king. 
Armost the 


entire roof had been torn off by uho recent 
tornado, and it was being replaced, the 
workmen having nearly finished their 
contract. The storm took off a section of 
iho roof measuring perhaps 75x30 . feet, 
piling it-promiscuously into Main street. 
The damage will probably reach $200. 


Bruna'Freymark, a watchman employ- 


ed by Fisher & Davis, just across the 
street froca the freight house, crawled in- 
o an old boiler in fipnt ot the Fisher & 
3avis building, which was nearly wreck- 
ed by trie late tornado, while the timbers 
of the roof were flying over the street. 


This boiler furnished effectual shelter 


'or Mr. Thomas Davis, a member of the 
firm, during the previous storm, an ac- 
count of which waa published in the 
Globs-Democrat. 


The storm created much panic among 


the people due to the horrors of the late 
tornado. 
Men, women and children ran 


in all directions for* shelter, and their 
countenances plainly indicated that they 
entertained grave fears of approaching 
danger. At the time the wind reached 
ts height the rain began to pour down in 
torrents, and this fact, it Is claimed, al- 
layed to a certain extent the destructive 
brce of the gale. In the particular part 
of East St. Louis where the tornado 
wrought such a fearful wreck the little 
village of tents wap m a general uproar. 
Flying shingles and debris down there 
caused the inhabitants much alarm, but 
there was no real damage reported.

Peoria, 111., June 93.— It is highly 


probable the Illinois state Democratic 
committee will complete its work of nam- 
ing the state ticket and the deleg»tes-at- 
large to the national convention in one 
day. All the plans huve been arranged 
with this end in view and Hinrichsen, 
chairman of the state central commit- 
tee, said last night that the free silver 
men had decided to do this, and that they 
had the strength to carry their point. He 
said that 964 of the l,06t> delegates are in- 
structed for froo silver, and that they 
will adopt a free silver platform. 


As yet, there has been no one talk cd o 


for governor but John P. Altgold. It is 
conceded by every ono that he is the head 
of the ticket. Governor Altgeld arrived 
last evening from Springfield. He found 
a large number of free silver Democrats 
awaiting him. An informal conference 
was held in the governor'srooras in which 
the program was discussed and reports 
made to tho governor o£ what had been 
done. No one hero believes that tho;gold 
standard men in the party will oolt tho 
convention. 


Governor Altgeld, when asked, said the 


money plank had not yot been agreed up- 
on between the leaders of tho free silver 
factions. 


From the general talk about the silver 


headquarters it is thought that Monroe C. 
Crawwrd, of Union county, will be,, se- 
lected for lieutenant governor; A. S. 
Trudo, of Chicago, or F. P. Morris, ol 
Watseka, for attorney general ; William B. 
Brinton, of Tuecola, for auditor; T. J. 
Medill, of Rook Island, secretary of state. 
The delogates-at-large have been practic- 
ally fixed. They are John P. Altgeld, 
Judge McConnell, of Chicago; W. H. 
Hinriohsenl of Jacksonville, and a fourth 
to bo from southern Illinois. 


Talk To-Day.

HORACE MORGAN. 


Passed Aw»y in Daath Sunday 


Evening at Six O'clock. 


THE OLDEST IABASH COHDUCTOR. 


A Quarter of a Century in the Railway 


Service—Began When a Boy- 


Burial at Spring- 


field. 


Horace A. Morgan, tbe oldest conductor 


on the Wabash railroad, died of. a oompll- 
catiou of dlseasee at 6 - o'clock Sundny 
evening, June 91, at hla home, No. 439 
North Water street, aged 57 years. Tho 
deceased had been In poor health for the 
past year or more. He wui afflicted with 
rheumatism and about three months ago 
wag confined tot his bed. His health has 
been gradually falling and hla death wan 
not a surprise to bis friends. Ho leaves 
two brothers, Albert S^and George K. 
Morgan of thin city, and two sisters, Mrs. 
Lou Taylor of Lexington, Mo., and Mrs. 
Alma Morgan Klnnoy, of Dccntur. 


Horace Allen Morgan was the second 


son of Horace and Mercy Ann Morgan, 
and was bora In Plalnfield, Conn., May 
20, 1839. The' family came west with a 
colony in the fall of the same year and lo- 
cated at Old Stonlngton, Christian coun- 
ty. After living there some three years 
they spent six years at Toylorvllle and 
then located at Springfield, and while yet 
a boy Horace was with hi* father who 
built many of tbe bridges on tho Chicago 
& Alton railroad and later was em- 
ployed in the shops of the old Groat West- 
ern (now Wabash) railroad at Spring- 
field. Here be bad his early education In 
the railroad business, acquiring a knowl- 
edge of the fundamental principles from 
tbe very foundation. Upon this basis-be 
began, and by the time he became of age, 
he was In the active train service in which 
be remained for more .than a third of a 
century. 


In 1859 he began as freight brakoman 


on the Great Western and was rapidly 
promoted to passenger brakonmn, train 
baggageman, and in 1861 to freight con- 
ductor, running between Springfield and 
Qainoy, and between Springfield and 
State Line. When Camp Butler 
WOK 


opened Horooo was placed. In charge of 
the train that ran between tho capital 
and the Camp, and served as conductor 
during the entire war of the rebellion. 
Be then resumed his pluoe as freight con- 
ductor at tbe close of the war, and on Au- 
gust 29, 1868, he was promoted to passen- 
ger conductor which responsible position 
lie held the remainder of his life. Ho 
was honored by running special trains 
carrying Lincoln, Grant, Lopan, Dong- 
las, Elaine, Stan ton and others. A re- 
markable feature of bis railroad life is 
that bo was never laid off for violation of 
train orders or rules of tbe company, and 
was never held responsible for any acci- 
dent caused by carelessness or neglect of 
duty. This Is a record that probably can- 
not be shown by any living ra'lroad man. 
His knowledge of railroad affairs, bis 
faithful punctuality, scrupulous honesty 
and devotion to tbe Interests of the com- 
pany, resulted Sn bis long service which 
mode him tbe senior conductor of the en- 
tire Wabash system. He was an old and 
honored member of tbe Order of Railway 
Conductors and tbe Mutual Aid Benefit 
association, and has held many offices of 
honor and trust For a number of years 
be was secretary of the Old Reliable Pas- 
senger Conductors' Insurance association. 
Ho has gone on annual excursions with 
these societies to Boston, New York, Can- 
ada, Denver and, Pikes Peak, California, 
New and Old Mexico and Florida, and 
while his native modesty always charac- 
terized his actions, be was conspicuous by 
jls unselfish interest In tbe pleasure and 
comfort of other members of tbe party, as 
well as dignified courtesy and politeness 
to strangers wherever be went. Els 
affection for children was always one of 
the loveable features of his character. 
Be would never stand by and see a horse 
abused, and be bad the lore for a dog and 
other dumb animals, that marks a true 
Christian. His benevolence was only llm- 
ted by his means. It has been said that 
no alms taker ever passed bint unheeded. 
So has been in many a railroad wreck 
and hla excellent judgment and prompt- 
ness of action in such oases and his ef&V ' 
clent and kindly care of dead and wound- 
ed havejroade him friends that wi)l al- 
ways revere his memory. J Thousands of 
Christian act* done by Horace Morgan 
will never be known to tbe general pub- 
ic. He did not pray on tbe housetops. 


Horace lived and died a single man. 


At the time he might have been married, 
le said "No, as long as my father and 
mother live, it will be tbe object of my 
ife to provide a home for them and make 
them comfortable and nappy. It Is my 
duty to protect tbe cottage." This re- 
solve he fullffllad to the letter, and to the 
'all satisfaction of the family, bis friends 
and. himself.

laborate experiments have been un- 
ertaken with a view to the cheap pro- 
uction of this gas, so that man might 


imitate nature, on a larger scale anil 
uore rapidly than in the sward sys- 
tem of bleaching. This result is the 
more desirable because ozone docs not 
njure the fiber of cloth as some other 
chemicals used for bleaching do. In 
a short article recently translated from 
a German publication for the Industrial 
teeord it is stated that in the great' 
men-bleaching establishment in Graif- 
'enberg ozone is obtained by electrical 
methods. The fabric to be treated is 
iirst soaked in a solution of chloride 
of lime, then carefully 
washed, and 


finally hung while wet in a glasshouse 
filled with ozone.- Sunl ight is permitted 
to pour in on the cloth. It has been 
found that if a little vaporized oil of 
turpentine be combined with the ozon- 
ated air, the bleaching process goes on 
more rapidly than before. The time 
has thus been shortened about one- 
third. No definite data can be obtained 
at present, showing whether the new 
method is likely to pay or not.

Protest Aealnst a Tamilian Based on the 


Suturing: of Birds. 
' 


Those humane worker^ who are la- 


boring to dissuade women from using 
whole birds to adorn their hats anc 
bonne ts are now turning their attention 
w ith equal energy aguinst the use of the 
aigrette. Tfowoman, certainly no moth- 
er, would ever buy another aigrette if 
she realized what its providing for her 
Ube meant. In a circular sent out re- 
cently this is shown: 


"These little feathers," says the cir- 


cular, "were provided by nature as the 
nuptial adornment of the white heron, 
or egret. 
Many kind-hearted women, 


v,ho would not on any account do a 
cruel act, are, by following1 this fash- 
ion, causing the continuance of avery 
reat cruelty. The aigrette in nearly all 
cnsesls made of the slender decomposed 
feathers that grow at one time of the 
year on the birds' backs and drop grace- 
fully over their sides and tails. The 
less fine plumes, with shorter and still 
er filaments, are from 
the squacco 


leron, which is not an egret.. The best 
:ime to attack them is when the young 
rirds are fully fledged, but not able to 
fly, for at that time the solicitude of the 
parent birds is greatest, and, forgetful 
of their own danger, they are most read 
ly made victims. When the killing is 
finished and the few handfuls of cov- 
eted feathers have been plucked out. 
Jie slaughtered birds axe left in a white 
heap to fester in the sun and wind, in 
sight of their orphaned young, that 
cry for food and are not fed. There is 
nothing in the whole earth so pitiable 
as this—so pitiable and so shameful— 
Jiat for sucJi a purpose human cunning 
should take advantage of this feeling 
and instinct which we regard as so 
loble in our own species, and as some- 
thing sacred—the tender passion of 
he parent for its offspring, which 
causes it to neglect its own safety and 
0 perish miserably, a sacrifice to its 
ove. 


"It is when in this gayer dress, that 


he birds are most valuable for the pur- 
poses of fashion, and for other forma 
of decoration; nor is this all; it is then 
hat they are'most easily found and 
.aken. The shyest, most secretive kinds 
ose all their wild instinct in their over- 
mastering anxiety for the safety of 
.Keir eggs or young. And when the pool 
)ird is uttering piercing cries, its sensi- 
tive frame quivering1, its bill gaping1, 
as if the air could no longer sustain it 
n its intense agitation, and fluttering 
ts loving wings to make them more 
conspicuous, and by such 
means 


draw the danger away from its treas- 
ures and on to itself, it is ruthlessly 
shot for its feathers."—N. Y. Times.

from three to four inches at the nar- 
row end to five at tihe wide end.

Now let a man stand with his fluoro-

The distance between 
the two pieces of apparatus should be 
ns short aa convenient, say a foot. And 
let another person interpose a plate of 
aluminum a quarter of an inch thick, 
or a piece of wood two or three inches 
thick, and also hii hand, between the 
\ acuum tube and the fluorescentscreen. 
The first person will then nee. from 
the inside, the faint illumination on 
the coated paper and a shadow of the 
hand. If the apparatus is all in good 
condition the center line of each finger, 
the bone, will look darker than the 
fleshy covering. A gold ring will give 
a very dense and noticeable shadow. 
E'milarly if there are buckshot in the 
flesh, their position can be detected, 
as e«n any motion of the hand or a 
single finger, Of course, if the alumi- 
num plate be removed one sees much 
better, and In practical service this and 
other needless barriers will be discard- 
ed. It is only to exhibit to curious and 
skeptical people the wonderful pene-, 
trnting- powers of the X rays that the 
showman uses them. Mr. Edison and 
other scientists are hopeful that with 
« powerful vacuum tube and m, very 
sensitive fluoroscope^it will be possible 
to explore almost every part of the hu- 
man body. Mr. Tesla has photographed 
a roan through his chest so as to show 
the rib*. Tbe bones were not clearly 
defined, but nevertheless were appar- 
ent. In time much better pictures will 
be possible; and the fluoroscope, it is 
believed, will enable one to see every- 
thing that can be photographed, and 
more. You can't photograph a. ^leaort- 
beet, but you may be able to see one. 
No wonder that the whole scientific 
world has gone half crazy over Boent- 
gen's astonishing discovery! — N. Y.
